OUR LAGGING SCHOOLS. 

For Citizens of this State the out- 
standing feature of the report of the 
Russell Sage Foundation is the fact 
that since the opening of the century 
the New York schools have been 
steadily falling behind. In 1900 they 
stood second in the list of States, in 


1010 eighth; and in 1918 thirteenth. 


Throughout the East, it is trne, a 
similar condition prevails. While the 
West has been rapidly advancing, the 


‘vanced slowly, or not at all—with the 
single and honorable exception.of New 
Jersey, which is now fourth on the 
list.. But even with relation to the 
lagging East, New York makes a pitia- 
ble showing. In 1900 the State was 
second only to Massachusétts. Now 
it is. outdistanced by New Jersey 
(fourth), the District. of ‘Columbia 
(fifth), Massachusetts (ninth), Michi- 
gan (tenth), Connecticut (eleventh) 
and Ohio (twelfth). For the present, 
Montana heads the list; but in the 
longer view' of decades the State which 
has most consistently held a high 
standing is. California. 

The causes: of the decline in New 
York can be indicated only approxi- 
mately. Of the ten items which enter 
into the rating, four relate to condi- 
tions. which affect the amount rather 
than the quality of the teaching—the 
percentage of children attending, the 
average daily attendance of each, the 
average number of: days the. schools 
are kept open. In these regpects it is 
perhaps natural, howeyer regrettable, 
that industrial States, with a large for- 
eign poptlation, should: be backward. 
With more abundant funds, however, 
the averages of attendatice could ob- 
viously be raised, as also the quality 
of the teaching. In‘ five of the re- 
maining items the value of liberal ex- 
penditure is paramount—the amount 
spent per child of school age and per 
child attending; the amount spent for 
teachers’ salaries, for school buildings, 
&c, Some account is taken of the 
nature of the instruction, as in the 
item recording the proportion of high 
school to grammar school pupils; but 
the main basis of comparison is finan- 
cial, Though the report does not 
specifically say so, it is a fair infer- 
ence that the East, New York in par- 
ticular, has fallen behind because of 
the meagreness of appropriations, 

We have here, in short, a: further 
evidence of. the wisdom of the recent 

provision for imtreasing teachers’ 
salaries.

Also, thé billion will 
be used in the service of the slippers 
who so unreasonably oppose it. The 
railways can gain no sustenance from 
their billion unless they quicken the 
movement of coal, building materials, 
food, and everything. else which can 
cheapen life for either individuals or 
industry. A billion’ for the railways 
‘would be added to the profits of in- 
dustry rather than to manufacturing 
costs. No one is asking that the fall- 
ways should get rates such as are 
cheerfully ‘pala for motor freight car- 
riage, and which harassed makers of 
goods now would pay even the rail- 
ways, if it were possible to get the 
service by a bid at any price, 

‘Whatever the shippers may think, it 
is not possible to separate the pros- 
perity of the country and the railways 
for long. It has seemed that it could 
be done, because the railways were 
able to live on their fat for a time, and 
because under discipline they de- 
veloped’ an efficiency for: which now 
they get so little credit that it is 
argued that the experience of the -last 
ten years or so. can be repeated. It 
is an amazing argument to put for- 
ward at a time when more miles of 
railway are being abandoned than con- 
structed, and when there is more rail- 
‘way enterprise reported by cable from 
Czechoslovakia than exists between 
the Canadian border and Mexico.
